An Idtimate friend, a journalist, whd
in the line of his profession investi-
gated this evil, tells me that there ar
three different kinds of bettjng . at
horse faces and they are about equally
leprous; by "auction pools," by 'Trench
rautuals," by what is called "bookmak-ing- "

all gambling, all bad, all rotten
with iniquity. There is one word that
needs to be written on the brow of every
pool seller as he sits deducting his
three or Svo per cent, and slyly "ring-
ing up" more tickets than were sold on
the winning horse a word to be writ-
ten also on the . brow of every book-
keeper who at extra inducement
scratches a horse off of the race, and
on the brow of every jockey who
slackens pace that, according to
agreement, , another may win. and
written over every judge's stand,
and written on every board of
the surrounding fences. That
word is, "swindlel" Yet thousands
bet. Lawj'ers bet. judges of eourts
bet. Members of the legislature bet.
Members of congress bet. Professors
of religion bet. Teachers and super-
intendents of Sunday-school- s, I am
told, bet. Ladies bet, not directly, but
through agents. Yesterday, and
every day they bet, they gaits? they
lose, and this summer, while
the parasols . swing and the
hands clap and the huzzas deafen,
there will be a multitude of people
cajoled, and deceived, and cheated,
who will at the races go neck and
neck, neck and neck to perdition. Cu-
ltivate the horse, by all means, drive
him as fast as you desire, provided
you do not injure him or endanger
yourself or others; but be careful and
do not harness the horse to the chariot
of sin. Do not throw your jewels of
mortality under the flying hoof. Do
not under the pretext of improving
the horse destroy a man.' Do not
have your name put down in the
ever-increasi- ng catalogue of those
who are ruined for both worlds by the
dissipations of the American race
course. They say that an honest race
course is a "straight" track, and that
a dishonest race course is a "crooked"
track that is the parlance abroad;
but I tell you that every race track,
surrounded by betting men and betting
women, and betting customs, is a
straight track I mean straight
downl Christ asked in one of His Gos-
pels. "Is not a man better than a
sheep?" I say, yes, and he is better
than all the steeds that with lathered
flanks ever shot around the ring at a
race course. That is a very poor job
by which a man, in order to get a horse
to come out a full length ahead of
some other racer, so lames his own
morals that he comes out a whole
length behind in the race set before
him.

Do you not realize the fact that there
is a mighty effort cn all sides to-da- y

to get money without earning it?
That is the curse of all the cities; it is
the curse of America the effort to get
money without earning it, and as
other forms of stealing are not respec-
table, they go into these gambling
practices. -- 1 preach this sermon on
square, old-fashion- ed honesty. I have
said nothing against the horse; I have
said nothing against tho turf. I have
said everything against their prostitu-
tion. Young men, you go into straight-
forward industries and you will have
better ' live hood, and you will have
larger permanent .success than you

Jhnn whti oVined four thousand horses,
fend some say forty thousand, wrote
in the Bible: "A fitfhbol
man reganlci' the life of his
beast," Sir Henry Lawrence's
care of tiie horse wag beantU
fully Chris,,. ITe say? '1 txpe'ci
we. nall tbtilad, though I have
lakt. 0 much care of him that lie may
tome in cool. I always Walk him the
last four or !Bv mllSs, and, as t walk
myfceU the lirst hour, it is only in the
middle of the journey we get over the
ground." The Ettrick Shepherd, in
his matchless "Ambrosial Nights,"
speaks of Ihe maltreatment of the
horse as a practical blasphemy t GO

hot believe in the transmigration of
sculs but I can not very severely de-

nounce the idea, for, when I
see, Then who rut and bruise
and w!ak and Welt and strike
and maul and outrage and insult
the liorse, that beautiful servant of
the human race, who carries our bur-
dens and palls our plows, ahd turns
our threshers arid our mills, and runs
fo oUr doctors when I see men thus
beating and abusing ad outrag-
ing that creature, it seems to me that
it would only bo fair that the doctrine
of transmigration of souls should prove
true, and that for their punishment
they should pass over into some poor
miserable brute aud be beaten and
Whacked and cruelly treated, and
frozen and heated and overdriven; into
an everlasting stage horse, an eternal
traveler on a towpath, or tied to
an eternal post, in an eternal winter,
smitten with eternal epizootics! Oh,
Is it not a shame that the brute crea-
tion, which had the first possession of
our world, should he bo maltreated by
the race that came in last the fowl
and the fish created on the fifth day,
tile horse and the cattle created on the
morning of the sixth day, and the hu-

It ought to be
that if any man overdrives a horse,

There is a delusion abroad in the
world that a thing must be necessarily
good and Christian if it is slow and
dull and plodding. - There are very
few good people who seem to imagine
it is humbly pious to drive a spavined,
galled, glandered, spring-halte- d, blind-staggere- d

jade. There is not so much
virtue in a Rosinante as in a Buce-phulu- s.

We want swifter men,
and swifter enterprises, and the
Church of God needs to get off
its jog trot. Quick tempests,
quick lightnings, quick steams; why
not quick horses? In the time of war
tha cavalry service does the most exe-
cution, :tnd as the battles of the
world are probably not all past,
our Christian patriotism demands
that we be interested in equinal veloc-
ity. We might as well have poorer
guns in our arsenals and clumsier
ships in our navy yards than other na-
tions, as to have under our cavalry
saddles aud before our parks
of artillery slower horses.

A SERIOUS LOSS,

The Fnblie Hall and Rotunda of the Uni-
versity of Virginia Itorned.

Charlottsville, Va., Oct ''8. The
University of Virginia suffered a great
loss by fire Sunday. The local fire de-

partment was unable to cope with the
flames, and assistance was obtained
from Staunton and Lynchburg, which,
however, arrived too late to save the
public hall and the rotunda. The fire
started in the former building,
and a large quantity of dynamite
was used on the portico between the
rotunda and the public halL but, be
yond displacing the large pillars, noth
ing was accomplished.

Attention was then given to the
buildings known as "Old Chapel" and
"Reading Room." These were watched
and the fire was confined to the hall
and rotunda. The library, containing
about 515,000 worth of books, statues,
paintings, etc., was in the rotunda. An
effort to save these resulted in the res-

cue of Jefferson's statue and three- -

fourths of the books. . Everything else
was burned. At 2 o'clock the fire was
under control. The lecture-roo- m was
destroyed, and everything in the room,
including a geological library of great
value. A painting.entitied "The School
of Athens," a copy of the celebrated
production by Raphael, was consumed.
The total loss is estimated at not less
than $300,000, with an insurance of
$25,000 on the buildings and contents.
The origin of the fire is not known.

THE SULTAN'S PERIL.

In Dally Danger of Assassination by Ills
Own Officers.

London, Oct 28. Mr. Frederick K.
Basch, member of parliament for
southeast Essex, who has just returned
here from Constantinople, reports the
situation there as being extremely
grave. The sultan, he says, sees no-

body at all. Ho has become com-
pletely unmanned from fears of as-

sassination, and keeps himself in
strict seclusion. Mr. Rasch believes
that the sultan may yet be assas-
sinated by army oflicers, who are filled
with discontent, and are asking ques-
tions which the sultan-ca- n not an-

swer. They want to know, among
other things, why it is that Mussul-
mans are taxed and driven while con-

cession are made to the Armenians.
Mr. Basch says that the reports of

atrocities received from Armenian
sources are greatly exaggerated. ' He
himself, he 6aid, had not heard of a
single instance of a woman being out-
raged.

NOT POWER'S MURDERER.

It vras John Ambrose Smitllej's Double,
Who is Still at Lnrge.

Detroit, Mich.. Oct 28. A special
to the Journal from Grand Rapids,
Mich., says: John Ambrose Smalley,
who was shot by officers while resist-
ing arrest, was not the murderer of
Detective George Wr. Powers of this
city.

Smalley took no active part in the
Fenaville train robbery, and was at
Brinton on the night of the robbery.
The murderer of Powers and leader of
the gang at Fennville is a man who is
known to the oflicers, but they refer to
him as Smalley's double. Be is still at
large in the west, and it is expected his
arrest will soon follow. Evidence se-

cured by the officers working on the
case proves beyond pcradventure these
statements.

HOTEL GUESTS POISONED

Supposedly frotq Fating Asparagus In
Ojster Soap.

Wheeling, W. Va., Oct. 28. A spe
cial from Huntington, W. Va., to the
News says that twenty guests at the
Adelphi hotel,-- a leading hostelry in
that town, were taken suddenly sick
Sunday night, being poisoned from
eating asparagus in oyster soup. Homer
Smith, proprietor, of the Phoemx
hotel at J'oint Pleasant, is speechless
and can not recover. Win. Baker, a
New York traveling man; J. W. P.

I knock off its corobet
and put the crown upon the hors in
every way nobler, whether in shpe,
or spirit, or sagacity, or intelligence,
or afFection, or usefulness. lie is semi
human, and krxo-- s how to reason on
a small scaje. The centaur of olden
times, part horse and part man, seems
to 15 a suggestion of the fact that the
horse is something more than a beast.
Job in my text acts forth his strength,
his beauty, his majesty, the panting of
his nOalril, the pawing of his hoof, and
his enthusiasm for thtt battle. What
Hosa "Uonhcur Old for the cattlo, and
what Landseer did for the tlojf,
Job with mightier pencil does
for the horse. Eighty-eigh- t times
does the llible speak of him.
He comes into every kingly pro-
cession, and into every great occasion,
and into every triumph. It is very
evident that Job, and David, nnd
Isaiah, and Ezekiel, and Jeremiah and
John were fond of the horse, lie
echoes into much of their .imagery. A
red horse that meant war. A black
horse that meant famine. A pale
horse that meant death. A white
horse that meant victory. Good
Mordecal mounts him while Hainan
holds the bit. The church's advance
in the I5ible is compared to a company
of horses of Pharaoh's chariot. Jere-
miah cries out: "How canst thou con-

tend with horses?"' Isaiah says:
"The horse Ji hoofs shall be
counted as flint." Miriam claps
her cymbals and sings: "The horse and
the rider hath He thrown into the
sea. St-- John describing Christ as
coming forth from conquest to con-
quest represents Him as seated on a
white horse. In the parade of Heaven
the Ilible makes us hear the clicking
of hoofs on the golden pavement as it
says: "The armies which were in
Heaven followed Him on white horses."
I should not wander if the horse, so
banged, and bruised, and beaten, and
outraged on earth; should have some
other place where his wrongs shall be
righted. I do not assert it, but I say
I should not be surprised if, after all,
St. John's descriptions of the horses
in Heaven turned out not altogether
to be figurative, but somewhat literal.

As the Bible makes a favorite of the
horse, the patriarch, and the prophet,
and the evangelist, and the apostle
stroking his sleek hide and patting
his rounded neck, and tenderly
lifting his exquisitely formed hoof,
aud listening with a thrill to the
champ of his bit, so all great natures
in all ages have spoken of him in en-
comiastic terms. Virgil in his (Jeor-gic- s

almost seems to plagiarize from
this description in the text, so much
are the descriptions alike the de-

scription of Virgil and the description
of Job. The duke of Wellington would
not allow any one irreverently to
touch his old war horse Copen-
hagen, on whom he had ridden
fifteen hours without dismounting
at Waterloo, and when old Copenha-
gen died his roaster ordered a military
salute fired over his grave. John
Howard showed that he did not ex-

haust all his sympathies in pitying
the human race, for when sick he
writes home: "Has my old chaise
horse become sick or spoiled?"' There
is hardly any passage of French litera-
ture more pathetic than the lamenta-
tion over the death of the war charger
Marchegay. - Walter Scott has so
much admiration for this divinely
honored creature of God that to
"St. Roman's WelP he orders
the girth slackened and the
blanket thrown over the smok-
ing flanks. Edmund Burke, walk-
ing in the park at Beaconsfield, mus-
ing over the past, throws his arms
around the worn-ou-t horse of his dead
son, Richard, and weeps upon the
horse's neck, the horse seems to sym-
pathize in the memories. Rowland
Hill, the great English preacher, was
caricatured because in his family pray-
ers he supplicated for the recovery of
a sick horse, but when the horse got
well, contrary to all the prophecies of
th farriers, the prayer did not seem
quite so much of an absurdity.

But what shall I say of the maltreat-
ment of this beautiful and wonderful
creature of God? If Thomas Chal-
mers in his day felt called upon to
preach a sermon against cruelty to
auimals, how much more in this day
is there a need of reprebenUve dis-

course?. All honor to Prof, liergh, the
chief epcstla for the brute creation,

can ever get by a wager; but you get
in with some of the whisky, rum-blotch- ed

crew which I see going down
on the boulevards, though I never bet,
I will risk this wager, five million to
nothing, you will be debauched and
damned. Cultivate the horse, own
him if you can afford to own him,
test all the speed he has, if he have
any speed in him; but be careful
which way you drive. You can not al-

ways tell what direction a man
is driving in by the way his
horses head. In my boyhood we
rode three miles every Sabbath morn-
ing to the country church. We were
drawn by two fine horses. My father
drove. ' He knew them, and they knew
him. They were friends. Sometimes
they loved to go rapidly, and he did
not interfere with their happiness.
He had all of us in the wagon
with him. He drove to the coun-
try church. The act is that
for eighty-tw- o years he drove in
the same direction. The roan span
that I speak of was long ago un-
hitched, and the driver put up his
whip in the wagon house, never again
to take it down; but in those good olu
times I learned something that I never
forgot: that a man may admire a horst
and love a horse, and be proud of a
horse, and not always be willing to
take the dust of the preceding vehicle,
and yet be a Christian, an earnest
Christian, an humble Christian, a con
secrated Christian; useful until the
last, so that at his death the church of
God cries out as Elisha exclaimed when
Elijah went up with galloping horses
of fire: "My, Father, my Father, the
chariots of Israel and the horsemen
thereof!"

The chapters of the Brotherhood
of St. Andrew, it Philadelphia and
Boston, have undertaken the estab-
lishment of boarding homes for young
men who arc able to earn only very
small salaries. They will be conduct-
ed on an absolutely unsectarian basis,
and it Is hoped will accomplish very
much for that class.

Tha ffreat rated know the powep

success In such a contest unless there
be plenty of light-foote- d chargers.
Our Christian patriotism and our in-

grandeur and his majesty and strength.

But what shall I say of the effort be-

ing made in this day on a large scale
to make this splendid creature of God,
this divinely honored being, an instru-
ment of .atrocious evil? I make no
indiscriminate assault against the
turf. I believe in the turf if it can be
conducted on right principles and
with no betting. There is no
more harm in offering a prize
for the swiftest racer than there is
harm at an agricultural fair in offer-i- n

g a prize to the farmer who has the
best wheat, or to the fruit-grow- er who
has the largest pear, or to the ma-

chinist who presents the best corn-threshe- r,

or in a school offering a
prize of a copy of Shakspeare to the
best reader, or in a household giving
a lump of sugar to the best behaved
youngster. Prizes b3 all means, re-

wards by all means. That is the way
God develops the race. Rewards for
all kinds of well-doin- g. Heaven
itself is called a prize: "The prize.
of the high calling of God in
Christ Jesus." So what is right in one
direction is right in "another direction.
And without the prizes the horse's
fleetness and beauty and strength will
never be fully developed. If it cost
51.000 or or 510,000. and the re-

sult be achieved, it is cheap. But the
sin begins where the betting begins,
for that is gambling, or the effort to
get that for which you give no equiva-
lent, and gambling, whether on a
large scale or a small scale,
ought to be denounced of men
as it will be accursed of God. If
